A crucifix and an Indian lance 
donated by a former Lutheran 
minister to the New Subiaco Ab- 
bey near Fort Smith has set old 
timers here pondering "the mys 
tery martyr of the badlands." 


Rev. Richard C. Jahn of Little 


Rock, a former minister at Wat 
ford City, said he and others 
found 
1 the relics in a cave near 


Squaw Gap, about 50 miles south- 
west of here, in 1916 while hunt- 
ing with Buffalo -Bill Cody in 1916. 


The crucifix was embedded in 


what appeared to be an altar 
crudely made of clay and stone. 
The lance head was thrust into 
the. rib cagtJ of one' of three skele- 
:ons found1 in the cave,., Jahn Said. 


The skeleton could be that of 


a pioneer missionary priest, ex- 
perts theorized. The priest may 
have preceded the first known 
white explorers of what is now 
North Dakota, the La Verendyre 
Expedition of 1738. 


Jahn said a physician in the 


hunting party identified the skele- 
ton which bore the lance head as 
that of a white man. One set could 
not be identified. The third was 
believed to be that of an Indian. 


Jahn said there was no doubt 


in his mind that the white skele- 
ton was the remains of a "priest 
who was martyred." 


"A lay person would hardly 


have traveled with a crucifix. As
